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Bloomfield  Township  Business. 

The  Township  Committee  met  on  Mon¬ 
day  evening,  all  the  Members  being  pres¬ 
ent.  After  the  reading  of  the  minutes, 

Mr.  J.  M.  Walker  called  the  attention  of 
the  Committee  to  an  inegulaiity  in  the 
grade  of  Morris  Place,  In  front  of  hh 
property  as  compared  with  others,  and 
asked  that  a  uniform  grade  he  established, 
with  a  view  to  permanent^sidewalk  Im¬ 
provements.  The  matter  Was  referred 
to  the  Sidewalk  (’  untulttee,  with  po^er. 

The  consideration  of  a  batch  of  bills 
presented  by  the  Overs,  er  of  the  Pin»r  for 
settlement  called  forth  considerable  de- 
Imte.
